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Coast Outlet Again Comes 
Before House of Commons 


On Resolution by Kennedy 


OTTAWA, Mar. |.—The House of 
Commons was unanimous Wednes- 
day in passing a resolution that 
“The Peace River country should be 
connected by a direct railway out- 
let to the Pacific Coast when cir- 
cumstances perm.t.” Hon. Or. 
Manion, minister of railways, in 
accepting the resolution after he 
had added the words “when cir- 
cumstances permit,” held out the 
hope that this might not be a very 
distant date. 

The question was brought before the 
Commons by D. M. Kennedy, U. F. A. 
member for Peace River. In 1922 Mr. 
Kennedy brought on a discussion in 
the House of same question and every 
year since then he has focused the 
attention of Parliament on the Peace 
River Outlet. 

“This is the thirteenth annual pil- 
gsrimage to the shrine,” Dr. Manion 
remarked, and he hoped it would be 
at least as effective as the other pil- 
gsrimages, 

The railway situation was becoming 
brighter, Dr. Manion said, For the 
month of January and the first three 
weeks in February the revenue of the 
Canadian National Railways had in- 
creased something like $3,000,000 as 
compared with the corresponding 
seven weeks a year ago.

If so, you are being 
asked to co-operate with the Depart- 
ment of Education in effecting a very 
real economy by sending such copies 
to the teacher of your nearest school. 

The readers in use at present are 
to be used until the summer of 1935, 
It is believed that there are enough 
coupies lying unused in homes to 
make up for any wastage or loss that 
has occurred since last September, 
and that it will be unnecessary to 
have more printed or purchased, 

When the newly authorized readers 
are issued, it is probable that they 
will become the property of the school 
district and will be loaned to the 
pupils. In the meantime, the coopera- 
tion of all who have children at school, 
or whose children have passed out of 
grade six is being asked in returning 
the Canadian Readers to the nearest 
teacher to guarantee a sufficient sup- 
ply for all schools in the province for 
the coming year, 

Boys and girls will be practising 
real citizenship if they will take the 
greatest care of the readers they are 
now using, leave them in the school at 
the end of the term, and bring to their 
teachers any copies that are in their 
homes. All who have had children at 
school in recent years are asked to 
help the Department of Education to 
save money by returning books to use. 
The teachers are being asked to re- 
ceive and report all copies available,

Rates of Sowing Grasses and Clovers 


How thickly to sow grass and clover 
seed is a question often asked. Rates 
are optional, depending considerably 
upon the cleaness of the land. Weedy 
land requires more seed if the meadow 
plantlets are not to be swamped. At 
least one prominent investigator thinks 
old land requires more grass seed than 
new land in order to produce a given 
stand. He explains this on the ground 
that insects and diseases are liable to 
thin out the delicate plantlets more 
seriously on old fields, On rich clean 
land good hay yields are sometimes 
obtained from fractional proportions 
of prescribed rates but experience has 
gradually led the erlodge Sub- 
Station to increase its seedings of all 
except timothy, which remains at five 
pounds per’ acre. Brome grass is 
seeded at 15 to 18; Western ryegrass 
at 14; Crested wheatgrass 14; meadow 
fescue 18; Kentucky blue 18; (lawns 
half a pound per square rod); red top 
18: sweet clover 14; alfalfa 10 to 12 
broadcast and 4 to 5 in rows. Red 
clover, 10; alsike and white clover, 5; 
(White clover for lawns half an ounce 
per square rod).

Black Seedy Bacon Bellies 


Canadian hog producers engaged in 
raising Poland-Chinas, Berkshires, 
Hampshirer Large Blacks, or crosses 
of these breeds, will do well to write 
the University of Wisconsin for its 
research bulletin 118 just hot off the 
press, if the following notes taken 
from it are not sufficiently convincing 
that there is considerable waste in 
processing black hogs, and some waste 
in processing any hogs other than 
white hogs, which, with us, means 
Yorkshires. , 

Black seedy belly is due to the col- 
our-bearing glands of the skin dipping 
into the belly during the growth of the 
milk glands. It is greater in gilts than 
in barrows owing to the undeveloped 
condition of the milk giands in bar- 
rows. It is black when occurring in 
black, black-spotted or red hogs, It 
is not present in clear red barrows; 
oceurs in half the gilts of black breeds 
and approximately one quarter of the 
black-spotted gilts; one fifth the red 
gilts, and not at all in white gilts. 


Six to eight cent of the barrows of 
all black or -spotted types show 
black seedy belly. Clear red or white 
barrows do not show black seedy 
belly. 


The American authorities suggest

Pregnant gilts exhibit a condition of

CANADA'S MYSTERIOUS “PINGOS” 


While investigating the pasture 
possibilities of the northern prairies 
| for reindeer, Messrs. A. BE. and R. T.

“We had oceasion to examine a 
good many pingos,” reported these 
officers, “and always found them of 
the same general appearance They 
usually are circular or oblong, some- 
times 100 feet in height but mostly 
less, Th ummit of the hill is near- 


ly always hollow like the crater of a 
voleane and contains a small lake of 
|} fresh water. In this country good 
drinking water is very searce as all) 
the lakes are more or less briny. The 
fact that the pingo lakes are always 


fresh is well known to the natives who 
often walk long distances to get thelr 
| drinking water from them.”
